Conservative 
Centrist 
Party 
Wants 
Ministry to Resign. 
St. Petersburg, June 25.—The Con­ 
servative Contrist party in the coun­ 
cil of the empire, organized recently 
with the purpose 
of attempting to 
supplant the Goremykin ministry by a 
cabinet chosen from the Octoberists, 
the Democratic reform and the Con 
stitutional 
Democratic 
party, 
have 
Joined in the chorus demanding tho 
resignation of the cabinet. 
M. Yer- 
moloff, formerly minister of agricul­ 
ture, has given out an interview say 
lng the present situation is impossible 
and that it is evident that if the ac­ 
tual ministry can do nothing for the 
pacification of the country it should be 
replaced by 
a cabinet In 
which the 
more moderate elements 
of parlia­ 
ment are given places. 
The situation, 
M. Yermoloff adds, 
is so tense that 
any attempt of the administration to 
array itself in open opposition to par 
liament can result only In calamity 
and disaster. 
M. 
Yermoloff 
has 
nothing 
but 
honeyed words for parliament, which, 
though containing revolutionary ele­ 
ments. he says, is the true representa­ 
tion of the sentiment of the country 
and evidently he is laying wires and 
working for a connection between the 
majorities of the two houses of par­ 
liament under a responsible ministry 
He Is thought to have his eve on his 
old portfolio in such a cabinet. 
Although .VI. Yermoloff and his party 
in the programme just published ad 
here 
to nominal opposition 
to the 
general 
principle 
of 
expropriation, 
they concede the necessity of sa tisfy 
ing the 


Land Hunger of the Peasantry 
and adopting the idea of the creation 
of local commissions for the solution 
of tho problem 
in accordance with 
local needs, 
thereby endorsing 
the 
principle upon which all factions in 
the lower house—the Constitutions 
Delft erat s, 
the Group of Toil, 
the 
Poles and the Conservatives—are try- 
V.g to concentrate. 
With regard to 
the Jews, M. Yermoloff believes the 
Semite question can 
be fettled by 
abolishment, of the pale and the grant 
lng of equal 
rights to Jews, 
but he 
favors certain restrictions in the pur 
chase of land by Jew's, holding that it 
is necessary to regard the sentiment 
of the Russian masses, which will be 
alarmed unless this Is done. 
M. Yermoloff laughed at reports of 
dismissal of parliament, which he said 
would be not only fatuous, but fatal 
to tile court sections. 
He expressed 
confidence that the government w ould 
soon be striving to effect an under­ 
standing with parliament. 
Should the 
sentiment of the Cen­ 
trist party be formally accepted by the 
council of the empire, it. would be im 
possible 
for Emperor 
Nicholas to 
disregard it. 
There are indications that Premier 
-Goremykin is wearying of his position*. 
hut the retirement of the cabinet is 
apparently not a matter of the imme­ 
diate future, and reports published 
that the ministers all wish to resign, 
but that the emperor cannot decide 
to accept their resignations, are un­ 
true. 
Nothing is further 
from the 
thoughts of the majority of the minis­ 
ters than voluntary abandonment of 
their portfolios. 
The reports of the 
parliamentary 
commission and Minister of the In­ 
terior 
Stolypin’s 
representative, M. 
Frisch, on the conditions at. Rialystok 
have 
borne prompt 
fruit. 
General 
Bader, who as governor general and 
commandant of the troops 
was ac­ 
cused of laxity 
in restoring order, 
having been supplanted 
by General 
Bogiaeffsky; the resignation of Gov­ 
ernor Klster of Grodno has been ac­ 
cepted and the slated promotion of M. 
Schaermik is said to have been aban­ 
doned.
